Public's Dam was Engliſh Beſs, that beat old Lord 
Bolingbroke's Mary Scot, Daughter of Highlander, Engliſh Beſs was get by the Hampden 
Stallion, out of a ud/ow Mare, full Siſter to Oliver lartar, Parliament John, and 
Joyce's Loptop, all of the old Blood of the Magna-Charta Stallion. 

Regency was got by the Stuart Stallion Scabby Jemmy, out of the Old Pretender's Mare 
Paſſrve Obedience, full Siſter to Non-Reſiitance, Daughter of the Pope's milk white Stal- 
lion Infallibility, out of the noted Inquiſition Mare Firetail. 

Scabby Jemmy is a Son of Highland Mac, out of the terrible Mountain Mare Mangey 
Moggie, whote Blood is in high eſtimation at preſent, and preſerved in the Luton Stud. 

The odds are at preſent ten to one Regency againſt Public, Public being very Aged, and 
naniteſtly in a deep decline of Conſtitution. | 

Public won ſeveral very great Matches againſt Lewis Baboon Eſqr's beſt Cattle, and 
never was beat, when fairly and honeſtly rode. Public won the great Sweepſtakes over 
Culloden-moor, April 16, 1746, beating James Stuart Eſqr's Highland Laddie, Lewis 
Baboon Eſqr's Bravo, Mr. Provoſt's Flower of Eainburgh, the Mancheſter Gelding 
Il rung-Flead, Mr. Males's Watkin, and Mr Irifb's White-Boy ; but th? was won in a 
great Meature, by the Reſolution and skill of Vi Royal, who rode him, as Public was 
almoſt run off his Legs, and had been beat a little before in two matches, . holly owing to 
the want cf Judgment in his Riders. 

Public had moſt ſucceſs when rode by Fill Royal, Brunſwick Ferdi, or Ned Hat, 
and when trained and brought to the poſt by old Newcaſtle Tom, or Pinſent I ill. 

Public's Legs began to well, and to appear full of Humours, about the time of fignin 
the Peace of Paris; ſince vchich time his Coat has never looked well, and he has been ve- 
ry ſhort winded, and quite gut of Order. It was a very near thing laſt Year, between Pub- 
lic and the Scotch Horte Prereg ative, Public winning by only half a Neck, a very uphill- 
Courſe, and Preragatibe s Rider, Jack Donblefee, did not only croſs and joſtle, but made 
ſeveral attempts to throw old Public down whole weakneſs he well knew; but honeſt 
Phil. Juryman, who rode Public, was too knowing for him. This laſt Match ftraincd the 
old Horſe very much, fo that little know can be expected from the good old Horfe, who is 
alſo very much overweighted. . 

Regency is row in very high Condition, having been highly fed, and is ſo ſtisky, and 
{uch a way of kicking, that it is to be feared he will drive old Pxblic quite out ol the Courſe. 
The only chance Public can poſſibly have of winning, will be by having a very honeft and 
able Rider. It has been reported that Charles Changeable is to ride old Public, and wear 
a party-coloured black and white, or magpye Jacket, but all well wiſhers hope that it will 
be honeſt Pinſent Will in Orange, KRegency's Rider is fixed, Sandy Stuart in Plaid and a 
Bonnet. However, we are ſorry to add, that alto reported that Pinſent Hit docs not care 
to ride, as he ſays Public is very much out of Condition, and has been growing fo a- pace, 
ever fince he loſt his good old Maſter Gorge Steady, Eſq; whoſe chief delight was to take 
the greateſt care of Public, his only Fayourite.
